tlje,annual peace meeting of the New York Peace Society in 
New .York city recently. This society, as its name implies, is 
l\i organization for the promotiqiyfipt peace among the na- 
fimis, but that present conditions a|eMndling and stimulating 
tlie waV spirit among its memberihlp was made plainly ap 
p|reht at this meeting'. There were numerous speeches, and 
aJniporlof the meeting saysjhat in all but one there was de- 
I'lunciation of Germany and an endorsement of President 
M/ijson's note to that country, coupled with the declaration 
tHai iii.'the position he has taken he must be backed up by war 
if necessary. One speaker was so emphatic in his remarks as 
(p;,disturb the'Chairman of the meeting, rwho tried'to choke 
him off by informing, him that his time 
1 was up, but the 


aildience shouted for.the. speaker to go on. He did so and his 
very; emphatic, remarks were received with applause.

.tic. denounced the.failure in-morality, personal and national, 
which the war has brought about universally, and said: "Even 
trie'president, who is looked upon in foreign parts at least as 
a-representative American citizen, has declared over his own 
signature that, in case of necessity, the treaties of arbitration 
\vhichAve have made with 20 nations would not be worth the 
paper'.,they are written oru" 


•Tliis properly invites the question, who is to be the judge of 


a case of necessity? It is apparent that in the present war' 
each nation is answering the question for itself, that the United 
States stands ready to do the same thing, and that whatever its 
decision may be.it will.have the backing of the New York 
Peace Society. • 


.There is not a movement in the war that is not based on the 


claim of necessity. The Germans make it in connection with 
Ih'e-sinking of the Lusilania. All of, the nations at war are jn 
it from "necessity," as they see it. 


• Under the conditions the outlook for universal peace is not 


Wight. Human nature changes slowly, if at all, and it is to be 
feared there will be wars in the future as there have been in 
(lie past. 
Nevertheless, to strive for pace is honorable, and 


llitrse' .who engage in the work should guard against being 
swept from their feet in time of stress.
